NJURIES FATAL 
| TO FIRE CHIEF. 


PASSES AWAY UNAWARE OF THE 
FLAMES’ SPREAD.

Had Sustained _Fractured Skull 
and Broken Ribs and Regained 
Consciousness Without Appreciat- 
ing the Extent of the Catastrophe. 
Mrs, Sullivan Expected to Recover.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 22—Chief D. 
J Sullivan of San Francisco's fire de- 
partment passed away at 1:10 o'clock 
this morning from the effects of the in- 
juries received on the morning of the 
earthquake. 

Chief Sullivan 
sieeping in the fire house adjoining the 
Calfornia Hotel on Bush street. The 
‘earthquake shaok down the chimney of 


hotel and sent it- crashing througan: 


the fire house. Chief Sullivan and his 
wife were carried with the débris two 
stories to the ground floor where they 
were extricated after great déficulty. . 

Mr. and Mrs. Sullivan were at once 
taken to the Southern Pacific Hospital 
at Fourteenth and Mission streets, put 
when the flames reached the Mission 
district, they were again removed, this 
time to the General Hospital at the 
Presidio. 

It was found that Chief Sullivan was 
suffering from a fractured skull, four 
ribs broken and other injaries. 

Eddie Graney was with Chief Sulli- 
van from the time he was removed 
from the fire house until his death. Mr. 
Graney today stated that Chief Sulli- 
van never knew there wasa fire. After 
recovering consciousness the chief took 
great interest in the affairs of the city, 
oemg always apprehensive that a fire 
would break out.

AKLAND, April 22.—Oakiand is 
earing for 75,000 people, rendered 
homeless by the San Francisco dis 
aster, and is prepared to care for twice 
as many. The height of the influx has 
been reached, and the number of the 
refugees is slightly decreasing. Al- 
though they are still coming in large 
numbers, still more are leaving on evs 
ery train, for different points. 
Requests for free transportation are 
investigated as closely as possible. and 
all the deserving are sent away. Wom- 
en and children and married men, who 
wish to join their families in different 
parts of the State, are given the pref- 
erence. The transportation bureau is 
on a street corner, where a man stands 
on a box and calls the mames of those 
who are entitied to passes, 


No one now goes hungry he and 
few iack shelter, but cots and cov- 
erings are needed. Parks, public; 


squares, vacant lots, churches, ag 


nal halis shelter the homeless ones. At 
the First Presbyterian Church, 1800 
were fed today, and 1000 people wih 
sleep there tonight. Pews have been 
turned into beds; cots @re in the aisles 
in the Sunday-school, reom. Every 
inch of available spac! is occupied by 
some substitute for a bed. 

An emergency maternity hospital has 
been established ta Emeryville. 

John D. Rockefeller has sent ‘money 
for the establishment of a new camp, 
which will bear his name. 

Los Angeles has provided for a camp 
to accommodate 1000 people, and has 
sent sixty physicians and nurses to 
look after the sick in it. Food is also 
coming in from that city, and more help 
is offered if needed. 

The principal food needed now is 
fresh fruit, which is requested of near- 
by cities. 

An important plece of work that is 
going on at relief headquarters in the 
Chamber, of Commerce rooms ts the 
registration of refugees. There are for- 
ty-five clerks engaged in this work 
alone. All who register are catalogued 
by cards which bear their names and 
thetr old and new addresses. In this 
manner, dozens of families have been 
and friends have‘ found each 
other 

A line-of anxious inguirers extends 
far out into the street, while others file 
past ta register or to leave an inquiry 
for some one who might seek them. 
There is an employment bureau, where 
work is provided, whenever 
Hundreds of letters pour in, and the 
information asked is given wherever 
possible.

Destitute Ones of San Francisco, Reduced to Common. 
Level of Poverty by Overwhelming Disaster, Come 
in Sia Long Trains During the Day and Are Given 
Shelter and Food by Local People. 


IKE weary pilgrims coming into} 


L the promised land, the real van- 
guard of the movement of thous- 
ands of San Francisco sufferers to Los 
Angeles arrived at 8 o'clock last night, 
and were royally welcomed as the 
guests of the City of the Angels. 

Of high and low degree, rich and 
poor a week ago, one and all they en- 
ter-d the gates of the city last night, 
all the high and honored plane 
of sufferers of the great disaster. 

While some brought with them a few 
belongings, and oth but the clothes 
upon their backs. a while some were 
black, and others were brown and yel- 
low, and some undoubtedly more or 
less familiar to the police of their city, 
all carried the badge of a common 
woe which was their rt without 
question into the hearts at nerous 
sympathies of the citizens of An- 


geles, 
SIX LONG TRAINS. 

While six long trains during the day 
brought into the city their quota of 
the thousands fleeing from the scene 

disaster, it remained for the last of 
these trains, with thirteen coaches, to 
bring In those for whose relief and suc- 
cor the generous thousands of this 
city have so readily responded. 

In this trafA there was not a ens 
seat. Of the 800 passengers aboa 
as far as could be ascertained, there 
was not a paid fare. 

The refugees arriving on the earlier 
trains have thus far in the main been 
able to take care of themselves, or 
they have come to Los Angeles to 
meet friends or relatives. 

But the 800 in this long train were 
those left destitute of everything.
